Charles W. Mason, Superintendent 
Of South Side Settlement. Speaks 
To Over Three Hundred Present 


Women of Grace Church were 
given 
first 
hand 
information 
about the well known South S ide' 
Settlement in Columbus, W ed­ 
nesday 
night, 
at 
the 
annual 
meeting of the IO Circles of the 
Women’s 
Society 
of 
Christian 
Service, 
held 
in 
the 
c h u rc h ,' 
when Charles W Mason, super­ 
intendent of th*’ settlement, a d ­ 
dressed the w orm n and showed 
moving pictures depicting activi­ 
ties of the settlement. 
For years thi women's organi­ 
zations of the church have given j 
strong support to the South Side 
Settlement, which is located in 
the factory area near the south­ 
ern corporation line of Columbus, 
and the address of Supt. Mason 
and the pictures shown proved 
very enlightening to the large 
number of women assembled for 
the event. 
The motion pictures were in 
color and included scenes from 
the kindergarten, 
showing 
the 
children at their activities and 
receiving a mid-morning snack 
of cocoa and cookies. A nother 
most interesting 
shot 
depicted 
several of the children receiving 
dental treatment. 
"You and groups like you are 
the ones who make our work pos­ 
sible, and we want you til know’ 
that it is a worth while work 
and that your support goes far 
in making better men and w om ­ 
en of the boys and girls who pass 
through our 
settlement," 
Supt. 
Mason told the women. 
He said the work is among 
the poor families of the south 
side in Columbus, and ranged 
all the way from Bible study and 
training in how to keep a home, 
to physical training for the un- 
der-privileged, 67 of whom were 
taken to camp this summer, and 
many of them had never been in 
the country, he said. Food, cloth­ 
ing and bedding are furnished 
many poor families. 
"We are doing the things for 
the boys and girls which count 
later in life, by proper Christian 
influence," said Mason. 
Speaking of the alarming rise 
in juvenile delinquency, he said 
that it is not so much the fault 
of the children as the fault of 
the parents. 
"We need your loyal support 
and

prayers,

God’s help we will do all in our 
power to carry 
on

{where it is so badly needed," he 
stated.
